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Continuation of 13. Other: Arguments are not pers uasive. 

Applicants' arguments pertaining to independent claims 1 and 21 are not persuasive and are similar to the arguments presented in 
the Remarks filed on 4/06/2007, which have received a response by the Examiner in the Final Office Action mai led on 8/06/2007. Note 
that newly amended independent claim 7 and claim 35 dependent on claim 7 are allowed; while, claim 34 is objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

In particular, as to Applicants' argument, "claim 1 clearly requires means to determine a temperature difference in a flowing 
substance, and not... means to determine a temperature diffe rence between two different substances, as is the case in Breedlove", the 
Examiner disagrees. Primarily, independent claim 1 does not recite that "the flowing substance" cannot undergo a change in its 
composition. Secondarily, the "air-gas inputs prior to combustion" and "the heated exhaust products therefrom" cannot be considered as 
two different substances. Although, combustion modifies the chemical composition of the input products, somewhat, the exhaust 
products still comprise the input products and thu s, with the lack of a specific recitation, in claim 1 , that "the flowing substance" does not 
undergo any changes in its composition, Breedlove's device still reads on claim 1 as pertaining to the above -mentioned limitation. 
Moreover, the "heating or cooling element" recited in claim 1, can heat/cool "the flowing substance" to an extent, which changes the 
composition of "the flowing substance". 

Similar arguments, as those presented above, can be applied to independent claim 21 . 

In view of the above-mentioned arguments, the Examiner concludes that Applicants' response, filed 10/01/2007, does not place 
the application in condition for allowance. 
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
